Highway  shoulders  today  have  the  flatter  6-to-l  sl-^pe, 
instead  of  the  older  4-to-l  or  S-to-l  slope. 


Where  guard  rails  are  provided,  new  design  requires  that  they 
have  flaired  ends  facing  oncoming  traffic  --  f laired,  buried 
and  anchored  in  the  ground.  (It  is  impossible  for  a  ca-  to  be 
impaled  on  the  flaired-end  guard  rail). 

The  first  100  feet  and  last  100  feet  of  guard  rail  3re  supported 
by  closer  post  spacing  to   insure  greate-  strength. 

New  concepts  of  mounting  guard  rail   require  that  the  rail  be 
blocked-out  from  the  supporting  posts. 


Additionally,  guard  rails  now  are  provided  with  stronger  washers 
to  prevent  their  pulling  out  under  crash  stresses.
